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TO FEED OR NOT TO FEED CATTLE? 


This is one of the serious problems 
which comes up regularly about this 
time of year. There is a certain class 
of feeders who solved the problem for 
themselves years ago and feed right 
along, whether cattle be high or low 
and whether corn is cheap or dear. 
With these men feeding is a settled 
business, and when in _ occasional 
years they drop out it is time for the 
smaller men to take warning. 

The serious problem is for’ the 
farmer who grows feeding steers and 
feeds them some years and other 
years sells them to feeders. When 
in this situation ourselves we adopted

THE RATES ON LIVE STOCK AND 
THEIR PRODUCTS. 


Some of our readers have asked us 
to state the comparative rates on live 
stock and their products in cents per 
hundred pounds instead of the per- 
centage method adopted in our open 
letter addressed to Hon. W. P. Hep- 
burn. We adopted the percentage 
method because that is in use by the 
railroads. The suggestion, however, 
we take as a good one, and we there- 
fore follow it. : 

The average rates in cents per hun- 
dred pounds on live stock and dressed 
meats from Chicago to New York by 
rail, as given in the Yearbook of Agri- 
culture of 1903, page 677, are as fol- 
lows: Cattle, 28 cents; hogs and 
sheep, 30 cents; dressed beef, 45 
cents; dressed hogs, both in refriger- 
ator and common cars, 45 cents. 
These rates have been in force, with 
very slight modifications, since 1892. 
The Yearbook gives the average rates 
since 1880, and whilst there has been 
since that time a reduction in the 
rates all around, the relative propor- 
tion has been substantially retained. 
It may therefore be inferred that 
these rates are just in themselves and 
just relatively, else they would not 
have been observed by the competing 
railroads between these two points for 
such a long series of years. 

“There is a good reason why live 
stock should be carried at a less rate 
than dressed beef, or than what are 
known as packing house products. 
The average weight of the live stock 
car, as given by some seven different 
experts in their testimony before the 
interstate commerce commission, is 
26,514 pounds; the average weight of 
the refrigerator car 36,000 pounds. In 
carrying dressed beef and packing 
house products the refrigerator car is 
obliged to carry in addition about 6,000 
pounds of preservatives—salt and ice— 
and an equipment for the hanging of 
the beef of about 3,000 pounds. Hence, 
it will be seen that the expenditure 
for fuel for carrying this heavier car 
is much greater than the car used for 
carrying live stock. The live stock 
car carries about 22,000 pounds of 
cattle and a single deck car of hogs 
17,000 pounds. The paying content of 
the fresh meat car is 20,000 pounds 
and of the packing house products 
26,000 pounds. The fresh meat car 
carries about 33.33 per cent of paying 
weight; that is, the road gets paid 
for only that much of the total weight 
hauled, while the railroad gets paid 
for 43.5 per cent of the weight of cars 


ef cattle and 37.4 per cent of the 
weight of cars of hogs. 
This simple statement of facts 


which we have culled from the sworn 
testimony of the railroad experts 
themselves show why it is. that 
dressed beef should pay the highest 
tariff, packing house products in boxes 
next, hogs next, and that cattle should 
be carried cheaper than any of the 
products mentioned. In fact, when 
you put a railroad expert on the stand 
under oath and ask him these ques- 
tions squarely, he will invariably ad- 
mit that the rate on cattle and hogs

ization, have been compelled ever 
since to pay the 23.5-cent rate not 
only from Missouri river points but 
other points, varying according to the 
situation of the railroad, from 100 to 
175 miles eastward from the Missouri 
river. The rate from this distance 
drops down quite slowly to the Missis- 
sippi river. 

For example, the rate on cattle from 
Galena Junction, on the east bank of 
the Mississippi river, is 11 cents on 
cattle and 15 cents on hogs, while 
from Dubuque, on the west bank, it 
is 14 cents on cattle and 15 cents on 
hogs, and from Oneida, Iowa, fifty- 
seven miles west of Galena Junction, 
it is 21 cents on cattle and 18 cents 
on hogs. In other words, in Illinois 
the Illinois commissioners’ distance 
tariff rates govern, but going west- 
ward the rates are scaled up very 
rapidly and are higher, we believe, than 
the rates for the same distance on 
the Iowa commissioners’ distance 
tariff. 

The question arises: What are Mis- 
souri and Iowa farmers going to do 
about it? Frankly, we do not see how 
they can do anything until their repre- 
sentatives in congress so amend the 
interstate commerce law that the 
interstate commission shall have 
power not merely to say the present 
rate is unjust but to state what a just 
rate will be, and then enforce it if 
their decisions are found to be just 
and reasonable by the courts of the 
United States. There is, so far as we 
can see, no other remedy. Those who 
have given the subject thorough and 
exhaustive study maintain that when 
fresh meats are carried at 18.5 cents 
the proportional rate should be 12.5 
cents on cattle and 15.8 cents on hogs. 
This would make the fresh meat rates

revenue out of the live stock business. 
While he did not say so, yet from his 
inability to show other good reasons 
for such advances it is assumed that 
this is the real reason that live stock 
rates are high and are to go higher, 
for Mr. Monroe confessed that they 
had not yet succeeded in getting the 
rates as high as they desired.”

A FEEDING PROBLEM. 


A Nebraska correspondent writes 
us that he has fifteen head of cattle 
in fair shape, ten of them heifers and 
steers coming two years old and four 
cows and a bull, that he wishes to dis- 
pose of anyhow. The two-year-olds 
would bring $2.75 and the others less 
He has sixty- 
five head of fine, thrifty shoats, weigh- 
ing from eighty to 100 pounds, corn at 
40 cents per bushel, and plenty of 
roughness consisting of prairie hay, 
cane, and corn fodder. He wishes us 
to tell him whether he had best short 
feed this stock or run them through 
in stocker condition until next winter 

We think there is but one solution 
of this problem and that is to feed, 
and we speak of it in this public way 
because we presume there are a good 
many men in about this situation 
When a man can not get more than 
$2.75 per hundredweight for fairly 
good cattle and has plenty of feed for 
which he is not likely to find a mar 
ket except through stock, we would 
say to feed them. To run them 
through in stocker condition would be 
a waste of the feed they consume less 
the small gain they might make and 
the probable advance in price. Wé« 
think an advance of $1.00 per hundred 
can be reasonably counted on, and 
with hogs that have to be fed anyway 
we would certainly under these condi 
tions short feed the cattle and put 
them on the market. 

These cattle when fed ninety days 
ought to bring $3.75 at home, and wil 
unless there is a break in the market 
through lack of consumption of beef 
which we have no reason to anticipat 
just now. We regard $1.00 per hun 
dredweight as the smallest margin o1 
which cattle should be fed, and woul 
not care to undertake it at any less 
nor would we expect big profits at 
that price, but with plenty of rough 
ness and hogs to follow we woul 
much rather undertake to feed thar

The dressed beef is shipped out to 
some part of the country for consump- 
tion. The hide is shipped to the tan- 
ner or tanned at the packing centers 
and the leather shipped back to Massa- 
chusetts, or somewhere else, to be 
worked up into shoes and leather goods, 
and the shoes are shipped back to the 
country or to Europe to be worn. The 
water is dried out of the blood and 
this is shipped out to the country to 
be used for feed or fertilizer. The 
bones after being treated in various 
ways are shipped out to be used as 
ivory, knife and fork handles, or 
ground up and sold for fertilizers. In 
fact, the whole carcass, with the ex- 
ception of the bawl and the water in 
the blood, furnishes freight for the 
railroad, excepting the amount that 
may be necessary to supply the de- 
mand of the immediate packing 
centers.

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EARLY FEEDING OF CORN. 


The corn cribs are empty this year 
and new corn will be fed much more 
largely than is usual. Almost every 
farmer, in fact, is feeding it now. We 
have cautioned against making a too 
sudden change of feed from old corn 


to new. The only suggestion we make 
now is that hogs should not be given 
an exclusive diet of this new corn but 
should be given old corn or some 
wheat, oats, or barley for a change. 
It is one of the fixed principles of 
stock feeding that no one feed, how- 
ever good, is equal to the same amount 
of two different kinds of feed. If one 
lot of hogs is fed on corn, for example, 
and another on oats, a third lot of the 
same age and quality will make better 
gains if fed half corn and half oats. 

Oats, however, is not the best of 
these feeds for a hog for the reason 
that it contains a large amount of hull. 
Nearly every tarmer has some dam- 
aged, bleached, or shrivelled spring 
wheat, oats, or barley, and one of the 
best uses he can make of these is to 
grind them, make them into a slop, 
and feed in connection with his corn. 

It goes without saying that one of 
the most desirable changes would be 
pasture, clover and alfalfa preferred 
to any other, but any pasture will help 
out the corn ration. Another desirable 
change is pumpkins. While the dry 
matter of the shell of the pumpkin is 
largely carbohydrates, there is a good 
deal of nitrogenous matter in the in- 
wards. The seeds are diuretic and to 
some extent a vermifuge, and will add 
very: materially to the value of the 
corn ration. 

Our statisticians in estimating the 
supply of corn this year must not for- 
get that farmers are drawing on it 
much more heavily than usual, and 
to impress this matter upon their at- 
tention and also upon the farmers who 
have corn to sell is the main object 
of this article. 





AGRICULTURAL EXPORTS. 


For the first time in the history of 
the United States manufactured ex- 
ports for the last three months have 
exceeded those of agriculture. There 
are two reasons for this: First, near- 
ly all our farm products are now in 
point of price beyond the exporting 
point with the exception, perhaps, of 
cotton, of which we have so nearly a 
monopoly that the foreign manufac- 
turer must take it no matter what the 
price. He, however, takes less than 
he would at a lower price. It is pretty 
clear now that we shall have no wheat 
to speak of to sell for export. The 
shortage in the crop, which is becom- 
ing more and more pronounced, points 
to a yield of not far from 500,000,000 
bushels, which is about the amount re- 
quired by our own people for bread 
and seed. Some little will go abroad, 
of course, at the beginning of the year, 
but it is not beyond reason that be- 
fore another crop comes we will be 
importing some wheat for our own 
home consumption. 

The price of corn is too high for 
export. The foreigner is not depend- 
ent upon us for corn. There is no 
corn to speak of used in foreign lands 
as bread stuff and the amount re- 
quired for the manufacture of alcohol, 
starch, etc., can be obtained more 
cheaply from the Danubian provinces 
and Italy than it can from the United 
States. Under these circumstances a 
remarkable fall in the amount of agri- 
cultural exports must be expected in 
the next twelve months. 

Another reason why manufactured 
exports exceed the agricultural is that 
we have now more factories in oper- 
ation in many lines than we have con- 
Sumers at home and the surplus must 
be marketed abroad at some price and 
at any price which will pay the cost 
and any profit. This condition of 
things, while apparently exceptional, 
is yet prophetic of the future. We 
have pointed out for years that there 
is no limit to the amount of manu- 
factured goods that can be turned out 
In any country which has the capital 
and raw material and the labor. In 
other words, the manufacturer in such 
a country has entire control of his 
raw material, of his capital, and labor. 
The larger the amount of business 
done, the smaller the profit on each 
unit need be. It is the volume of busi- 
hess that counts and not the profit on 
the ton of steel, or the number of 
Wagons, or gross of hair pins, or any- 
thing else, that is sent abroad. The 
Plant being established, it is more 
Profitable to run it than to let it lie 
idle so long as it furnishes any profit. 
Hence the constant tendency under 
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normal conditions for the prices of 
manufactured products to decline. 
On the other hand, the raw material 
of the farmer is not to any consider- 
able extent under his control. The 
raw material is the sunshine, the rain- 
fall, and the stored fertility of his soil. 
The farm is simply the factory and 
the raw material for the main part is 
given not as the farmer wills but as 
the Lord wills. Hence, there can 
never be a monopoly of farm products. 
That is put out of the hands of the 
farmer. You can not increase farms 
beyond the farming territory which 
the country affords. You can not in- 
crease the heat nor the sunshine nor 
the rainfall. They are given us by a 
higher power. Consequently when the 
country grows in population up to the 
measure of the capacity of the farm, 
farm products must remain high rel- 
atively and exports must drop off. It 
will be only a few years when we 
will have no wheat for export except 
possibly macaroni. Our consumptive 
capacity of corn is now somewhere 
around 2,000,000,000 bushels. Former- 
ly we sent ten per cent of this abroad. 
Last year, with a crop of over 2,300,- 
000,000 bushels, we sent less than five 
per cent. Some statisticians have 
figured it out at three and one-half per 
cent. These are the reasons why man- 
ufacturing exports must increase and 
agricultural exports decrease. 





BLEACHING CELERY. 

A Woodhull, Illinois, correspondent 
writes: 

“We have a fine lot of celery ready 
for bleaching. It is on level ground, 
not in trenches. We would like to 
hear from some of the readers of Wal- 
laces’ Farmer as to the best method of 
bleaching it, also the best way of 
keeping it for winter use.” 

The celery can be bleached either 
by throwing dirt up as much as possi- 
ble with the plow and then finishing 
with the shovel, or by setting boards 
on edge on either side of the row and 
filling in with leaf-mold or dirt. Use 
care to keep the plants upright while 
banking. If it is intended for market 
it is better to bank only every other 
row, or every third row the first time, 
and then another lot of rows in one 
or two weeks so as to have a succes- 
sion. If kept very long after being 
bleached it is likely to deteriorate. In 
some sections of the country it is not 
safe to bank up the celery too early, 
as there is danger of rust when banked 
in hot weather. Some growers report 
very satisfactory results by using leaf- 
mold packed between boards set up 
on either side of the row. 

We do not know much about keep- 
ing celery for winter use. A Minne- 
sota grower of considerable experi- 
ence is reported as using the following 
method: He selects a place in the 
field where the celery is raised and 
plows a strip of ground eight feet wide 
and any length desired, and then down 
the center of the strip he digs a ditch 
deep enough to set the celery upright 
so that the tops will just come even 
with the surface of the ground. He 
sets the celery in this trench, packing 
enough dirt around the roots to hold 
it in position. When this trench is 
filled, dig another one eight to ten 
inches from it and throw the dirt from 
this into the first trench, and so on. 
When freezing weather comes on he 
covers the celery with six inches of 
dirt and allows this to freeze nearly 
through, then covers with long manure 
to prevent the frost going in any 
deeper. He claims that celery buried 
in this manner will keep nicely until 
spring. For keeping only a_ small 
amount we would try placing it in a 
box right side up, and pack closely; 
place this in a cellar and sprinkle the 
tops of the celery every ten days to 
two weeks. 





GOVERNMENT WHITEWASH. 


An Iowa correspondent writes us to 
know what kind of whitewash we think 
best for whitewashing cattle barns 
and stables of any kind. 

We do not know of anything better 
than that used by “Uncle Sam” on 
light houses and other buildings ex- 
posed to severe weather. The follow- 
ing is the formula: 

“Take one-half bushel of unslacked 
lime; slack it with boiling water; 
cover during the process to keep in 
steam. Strain the liquid through a 
fine sieve or strainer. Add to it a 
peck of salt, previously dissolved in 
warm water; three pounds of ground 


rice boiled to a thin paste and stirred 
in while hot; 
ish whiting, 


one-half pound of Span- 
and one pound of glue,

Add five gallons of 
hot water to the mixture; stir well 
and let stand a few days covered from 
dirt. It should be applied hot, for 
which purpose it can be kept in a 
portable furnace.” 

Another recipe is as follows: 

“Take one-half bushel of lime 
slacked with hot water, five pounds 
of rock salt dissolved in water, one- 
half pound of whiting, four pounds of 
ground rice boiled to a paste, and one- 
half pound of clean grease. 

“For inside work, take lime and 
salt as above, thin with skim-milk, and 
to each bucket of whitewash add a 
fluid ounce of carbolic acid. Apply 
hot. It should be thin enough to-flow 
freely when used. If put on too thick 
it will flake off more or less when 
dry.” 


TEACHING THE COLT TO BACK. 

In. training a colt it is quite as im- 
portant to teach it how to go back- 
ward as how to go forward, and we 
think the following, which we take 
from Horse Sense, will be of interest 
to the young fellows on the farm who 
have a taste for handling horses. Bear 
in mind that all training of a colt is 
educational. We wish we could get 
rid entirely of the term “breaking a 
horse.” It savors of the old days, 
when it was supposed a horse must 
be managed through fear instead of 
being trained, taught, educated: 

“After the colt fully understands the 
legitimate use of the halter in leading 
is a good time to teach it to back—an 
important and necessary duty in its 
after life of usefulness—which is 
easily accomplished by complying with 
the natural law again—by pressing the 
extended finger of one hand between 
the point of the shoulder and the 
breastbone and using the other hand 











at the halter strap simply to keep the 
colt straight in line, to back in any 
desired direction. Don’t try to force 
the colt backwards by ‘yanking’ at 
the halter or bit, but simply press in 
this sensitive chest cavity with the 
fingers, and the colt will naturally go 
backwards, provided there is nothing 
of an obstruction behind it. When 
this pressure has been made at the 
front and the colt has moved back- 
ward (if it is only one step) it should 
be rewarded for this action; then try 
it again. About the third time this 
pressure has been made is a good time 
to associate the word ‘back’ with the 
pressure, and the reader will be sur- 
prised to see how soon the colt will 
comprehend what is wanted, and how 
willing the young thing complies with 
our every wish as soon as it under- 
stands what is wanted.”

THE CORN CROP OF 1904. 


By the time this reaches our read- 
the crop of 1904 will have 
made. It is very fortunate that 
light frosts of the 15th and 16th 
did, from all accounts received to 
date, comparatively little damage ex- 
cept on low lands and in a few locali- 
ties, all combined making but a small 
fraction of the corn territory. It was 
a close call. A drop of five degrees 
more in temperature would have 
brought untold injury to the corn crop

of Nebraska, Iowa, and Illinois. The 
prospects at this writi (September 
22d) are for a few more good corn 


days, and if this prospect is fulfilled 
the western farmer will have little to 
complain of in the way of a corn 
crop. 

There will be soft corn, some of it 
even in the most advanced fields. 
Other fields can scarcely maiure a 
crop of sound corn even if normal Sep- 
tember weather continue to the first 
of October. The question now arises 


as to how we are to take the best 
care of it. 
The farmer can not afford, having 


spent the summer in growing the corn 
crop, to lose any of its possible value 
either for sale as corn or for feed 
to live stock. He should aim to get 
out of it all there is in it. Soft corn 
when dried out will be chaffy corn, 
but chaffy corn in sound condition is 
a much better thing even for feed for 
live stock than the soft corn which 
has begun to decay or mold. 

There will be much speculation in 
the next month or two as to the 
amount of the corn crop of this year, 
for on this depends in a much larger 
degree than many people imagine the 
prosperity of the entire country. The 
speculators in New York, the man- 
agers of railroads, the commercial in- 
terests generally, are quite as much 
and even more interested in the mag- 
nitude of this crop than are the farm- 
ers themselves. Estimates run all 
the way from 2,300,000,000 bushels to 
2,500,000,000 bushels. The uncertain 
point in all these estimates is the 
acreage, and while the estimates may 
be valuable for the purpose of com- 
parison with those of previous years, 
much of their real value depends on 
the accuracy of the estimate of the 
acreage. Our own impression, as we 
have frequently expressed, is that 
the acreage is overestimated. The 
farmer who puts a forty in corn re- 
ports it as forty although it is quite 
possible that as much as ten acres of 
grain of 


that forty may not grow a 

corn. It is too wet for lack of drain- 
age, or it is too broken for ordinary 
cultivation, or it is too grayelly or 
sandy to be worth cultivating. We 


believe that the lowa acreage is over- 
estimated at least a million acres for 
this reason alone. The same is true 
of all-other crops. 

It is searcely among the possibili- 
ties to tell the actual yield of grain 
in any year, and this year it is more 
difficult than ever, for reasons which 
we have before mentioned. The rail- 
road officials, the speculators, and the 
commercial interests may well con- 
gratulate the farmers and themselves 
on the fact that we have in this year, 
provided there is no severe frost be- 
fore this reaches our readers, at least 
an average yield of sound corn and 
considerable soft corn thrown in for 
good measure. 





A DRAINAGE QUESTION.

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NOXIOUS WEEDS. 


“Thorns and thistles also shall it 
bring’ forth” is an old, old story of 
which western farmers have been 
forcibly reminded during the last 
three years of abundant rainfall. Dur- 
ing these three years the abominable 
squirrel-tail grass has spread as far 
west as tame grass grows and may 
even be found on abandoned farms 
far out on the range. The extirpa- 
tion of the cocklebur and the velvet 
weed have been rendered doubly diffi- 
cult by weather conditions; and there 
are complaints, of which we have 
never heard so many before, of the 
difficulty of getting rid of quack grass 
and Canada thistle. New weeds un- 
heard of before are coming in, espe- 
cially along the lines of railroads. 

The western farmer is now reaping 
the results of his own folly. So long 
as we had dry seasons when corn 
could be cultivated thoroughly and 
the weeds growing up in the stubble 
either mowed or turned under by early 
plowing the difficulties of the weed 
problem were reduced to the mini- 
mum and he gave the subject little 
attention. A continuance of wet sea- 
sons means the continuous increase of 
the weed curse, till the farmer may 
at last be compelled to keep sheep to 
help him in his warfare. 

Our Canadian friends can give us 
pointers on the management of weeds. 
The northwest territories, Assiniboia, 
Saskatchewan, and Alberta, have 
adopted regulations which, if we had 
adopted, or something similar, years 
ago, would have given the weed prob- 
lem much less significance. To show 
the methods with which our Canadian 
friends are fighting weeds we quote 
the following regulations, approved by 
order of the council, applying to ele- 
vators, which have become a wonder- 
ful source of weed distribution in the 
west: 

“1. Where elevators are so con- 
structed that each farmer’s wheat is 
cleaned before weighing and _ the 
screenings are kept separate, such 
screenings may be taken in sacks by

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the producer to his farm to be used 
as food for stock after the destruction 
of the germinating power of the weed 
seeds. ‘ 

“2. The managers of elevators may 
have screenings containing seeds of 
noxious weeds removed in sacks, to be 
destroyed by fire. 

“3. The managers of elevators may 
dispose of screenings containing seeds 
of noxious weeds, in sacks, to be used 
for the feeding of sheep or of other 
stock if the germinating properties of 
the weed seeds are first destroyed, if 
such animals are fed and kept within 
enclosures which are the property of 
the feeders and subject to inspection 
by weed inspectors. 

“4. Lists of the parties to whom 
screenings are sold shall be furnished 
monthly to the commissioner of agri- 
culture by the managers of elevators.” 

The ordinance has the following 
rather remarkable and wise provision: 
That every thrashing machine oper- 
ator shall display on his machine a 
card containing the section of the 
ordinance requiring him to thoroughly 
clean it before removal from one stand 
to another. 

Under a democratic form of gov- 
ernment the ideal seems to be the 
least government possible, and we pre- 
sume there would be an outcry if any 
of the states should pass an ordinance 
similar to the above. It would, how- 
ever, be of no great restraint on the 
liberty of thrashermen and would save 
many a farmer from the introduction 
of weeds, which cost him in a year 
more than his thrashing bill if he at- 
tempts to remove them. 

In addition to all this the govern- 
ment of these northwest territories 
has a chief inspector of noxious weeds. 
The section in which grain farming is 
generally practiced is laid off in forty- 
five weed inspection districts, in which 
an inspector is appointed for each dis- 
trict whose business it is to see that 
weeds are cut at the proper time even 
if it is necessary, as it was in one 
case last year, to destroy the crop to 
get rid of the weeds. 

One of the great sources of the in- 
troduction of weeds is in the purchase 
of screenings from elevators. The 
Canadian government allows this, pro- 
vided the farmer feeds them to sheep, 
which have such an elaborate grinding 
and digestive apparatus that the seeds 
can not get through and grow. In 
other words, they don’t permit the sale 
of tailings or screenings except under 
conditions that will insure complete 
destruction of the noxious weeds 
therein contained. 

This may be autocratic government, 
but a wisely administered autocratic 
government is sometimes preferable 
to the degree of democratic liberty 
which allows a farmer to permit the 
weed seeds which he _ grows to 
trespass upon his neighbor’s farm 
while forbidding him to allow his 
stock to trespass. Many a time the 
trespassing weeds do him more harm 
than trespassing stock. 

It is cold comfort to a farmer to 
plow up a pasture and cultivate it in 
corn to get rid of squirrel-tail grass 
when his neighbor grows ,acres and 
acres of it to be blown over by the 
first wind to repollute the land. One 
wonders how there can be good fellow- 
ship between neighbors when one of 
them permits his barn yard or feed 
lots to furnish a magnificent crop of 
velvet weed, which the birds. will 
carry to pollute the land of the careful 
neighbor, or cockleburs which reach 
over and catch hold of Dobbin’s or 
Sukey’s tail as they pass by, and thus 
find lodgment on a neighbor’s farm. 
There is said to be a blessing in 
weeds, in that they compel men to 
think and work. The farmers of the 
west are getting their full share of 
the blessing in the last three years. 





INSECAS IN STORED GRAIN. 


A Missouri correspondent asks us 
to send him our recipe for exterminat- 
ing weevil in the wheat bin, which 
we have done. Inasmuch as others of 
our readers in that section or some 
other sections may have similar 
trouble either with old wheat or with 
new, we repeat in part the advice we 
gave last year in an article entitled 
Carbon Bisulphide On the Farm,” 
which will be found on page 510 in our 
issue of April 3, 1903: 

When a farmer discovers that his 
wheat bin is infected with weevil, let 
him buy a pound of carbon bisulphide 
for every one hundred bushels of grain 
in the bin. Pour this out into pans 
or on rags and leave them on top of 
the wheat in the bin, closing up the 
granary as tight as_ possible. 'n 





twenty-four hours there will not be a 
weevil left in the entire bin. Why? 
Because the stuff evaporates rapidly 
and an atmosphere of one part of car- 
bon bisulphide to nine hundred parts 
of air makes life impossible. Some 
say to put a pound to every one hun- 
dred cubic feet, but probably the sim- 
ple way is to figure out how many 
bushels you have in the bin and then 
buy a pound for every one hundred 
bushels. Close up the granary tight 
and then keep out yourself. The next 
day open and air it and run your grain 
through a fanning mill, and put it 
back or sell it, as you like. Bear in 
mind that the fumes of carbon bisul- 
phide are as explosive as gun powder. 
Therefore if you have formed the bad 
habit of smoking a pipe or cigar, re- 
form at least while you are trying to 
kill the weevil in the grain bin. This 
is one of the many uses to which car- 
bon bisulphide may be applied. 

Another is to kill ants in the yard, 
which is done by making a hole in 
the ant nest and filling it with the 
carbon bisulphide, then closing the 
hole. Still another is in killing any 
kind of burrowing vermin in which the 
hole is open only at one end. Still 
another is killing the Angumois moth, 
which infects corn in the southern 
part of our territory, in southern Mis- 
souri, southern Kansas, Indian terri- 
tory, Oklahoma, and Texas. 

It can not be used to advantage in 
the corn crib, because it is not possi- 
ble to make the corn crib close 
enough. The only way, therefore, is 
to shell the corn and then treat it 
with carbon bisulphide. From. the 
numbers of this moth we saw coming 
out of a crate of corn sent up to the 
Iowa State Fair from St. Louis it is 
quite possible that some of our read- 
ers who made exhibits may have some 
trouble with this moth, which occa- 
sionally does come as far north as 
Iowa. We know of at least one in- 
stance, some years since, where it de- 
stroyed a farmer’s crop of seed corn. 
Carbon bisulphide will dispose of it 
in very short order, if the method we 
have suggested is followed. 





CEMENT FLOORS. 


A correspondent of Stockton, Illi- 
nois, writes us to know what propor- 
tion of cement and sand to use in the 
construction of a floor.

walks. We find on inquiry that the 


railroads of Des Moines have adopted 
for the first lower four inches one part 
of cement to five of clean, sharp sand, 
and for the upper inch—five inches 
being thick enough—one of cement to 
four of sand. Use nothing but Port- 
land cement. Be careful not to have 
any clay or dirt in your sand. 





A subscriber sends us a thistle of 
this year’s growth and asks us_ to 
identify it through the columns of the 
paper. We could not do this without 
going to the expense of making a cut, 
in order that our readers might see 
what we identify. Our correspondent 
not having given us his name we can 
not write him personally. The weed 
seems to be a form of the common 
biennial thistle, which will: grow this 
year, produce seed next year, and then 
die; a bad weed, but nothing like as 
bad as the Canada thistle, which is 
a perennial and grows from the roots.

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SULPHUR BUTTERFLIES ON 
ALFALFA. 


A correspondent of La Junta, Colo- 
rado, recently sent us a sample of 
butterflies which were found in count- 
less numbers in his alfalfa fields, stat- 
ing at the same time that the alfalfa 
was infested with a small mite, and 
that in the opinion of the farmers the 
butterflies were the cause of the mites. 
While being perfectly sure that the 
butterflies had nothing to do with the 
mites, we thought best to send a sam- 
ple of these butterflies to the experi- 
ment station at Fort Collins, Colorado, 
and also to the Nebraska station. We 
have received letters from both sta- 
tions and they agree that the butter- 
flies in question are the common sul- 
phur butterflies often found in the fall 
of the year in clover and alfalfa fields. 

Professor Gillette, of the Colorado 
station, recently visited La Junta and 
saw these countless thousands in the 
fields. No injury had been dene to 
the alfalfa and he has ascertained that 
none had been done up to the first of 
September. The eggs hatch out cater-

THE FARMER’S WORKSHOP. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

The importance of a shop on the 
farm is just beginning to be realized. 
The majority of farms have no shop 
for wood or iron work, no tools but a 
saw and a hammer, and no place to 
keep them where they can be found. 
The idea is prevalent that the work, 
blacksmithing especially,is too difficult 
for the average farmer. While there 
are a great many jobs that it would 
be difficult if*not impossible for the 
farmer to do, yet there are a great 
many more that any person with ordi- 
nary mechanical ability can do. Then, 
by practice the farmer will acquire 
skill. He ought not to expect to 
start in with pointing plowshares and 
shoeing horses, welding broken sickle 
bars, ete., but he can soon learn the 
simple operations of forge work, and

are seldom numerous enough to do 
any harm. 

Professor Gillette says: “If the 
caterpillars should appear in consid- 
erable numbers, the best remedy 
would be to cut the alfalfa for hay as 
soon as the injury becomes at all 
noticeable. A large number of butter- 
flies going from flower to flower would, 
by insuring a thorough fertilization of 
the blossoms, tend to increase the 
crop of alfalfa seed. 

“These butterflies have no relation 
whatever with the little thrip which 
your correspondent speaks of as a 
‘mite’ in the alfalfa. This thrip is 
one that often does serious injury to 
onion tops by causing them to turn 
white and wilt, and for several years 
has done serious harm to the crop of 
alfalfa seed in the Arkansas valley in 
this state. We know of no practical 
remedy to be used against this thrip 
in alfalfa fields.” 





EARLY AND LATE FALL PLOWING. 


An Illinois correspondent writes us 
that he has just finished reading our 
article in a late issue on “Early and 
Late Fall Plowing,” but that as he 
sows clover every year on all his oats 
for a nurse crop, he is compelled to 
plow his ground late in the fall in 
order to give the clover a chance to 
grow. In this he is entirely right. 
The article referred to dealt only with 
fields which were not seeded down 
and on which it was intended to grow 
two nurse crops of grain the next year. 
We might here remark that it will 
usually pay to sow clover in all smali 
grain and plow the yearling clover 
under late in the fall or early the next 
spring for corn. It will, however, as 
a rule pay very much better to add 
one year to the rotation and take a 
crop of clover hay. 





CANADA THISTLE. 


A Butler county, Iowa, correspond- 
ent sends us a sample of thistle, ask- 
ing the best method of destroying 
them. 

The specimen looks to us very much 
like the Canada thistle, but not having 
the roots we can not say positively. 
Our correspondent can determine that 
for himself by examining the roots 
“carefully. If they branch out and 





the ordinary wood work repairs that 
are called for on the farm, especially 
if he remembers his experiments and 
the reasons why and wherefore of his 
successes and failures. 

It will not pay a farmer to attempt 
difficult operations, especially where 
the failure of such attempts not only 
means the loss of time but the loss 
of material as well, and perhaps the 
loss of the article he is repairing. 
Neither will it pay the farmer to do 
work in the shop when he should be 
out in the fiéld, except in emergen- 
cies. Many times it happens that the 
cost of the repair is far exceeded by 
the time lost in going to the shop, 
when the farmer could do it easily 
himself if he had a shop on his own 
farm. There are days on the farm 
when it is too wet to work, and espe- 
cially in the winter when work is not 
pressing he can get out his machinery 
for the next year’s work and make 
many of the simple repairs. There 
are chisels and punches that need 
dressing; bolts that have worked 
loose, stripping threads and losing 
nuts; broken chains and singletree 
hooks or rings; rods and braces bent 
out of shape or broken, etc. Then, 
the shop of the farm provides a place 
for the young boys to learn something 
useful during the spare time instead 
of playing. 

The cost of a shop on the farm need 
not be great, though it may be what- 
ever the farmer thinks necessary. 
There may be some old building that 
can be easily converted into a shop 
or a shed built to an implement house. 
A good portable forge can be bought 
for $20 and a wrought-iron anvil can 
be had at ten cents per pound, which 
should not be less than 100 pounds 
in weight; a hardy hot and cold cut- 
ter; a set of 54-inch bullers and %-inch 
swages; a set hammer; one pair steel- 
lipped tongs; one pair chain tongs, 
for holding links and rings; one pair 
bolt tongs, for holding bolts, ete.; 
octagon tool steel for chisels and 
punches; a screw plate cutting from 
%-inch to %-inch; and, if he feels he 
can afford it, a hand drill press and a 
few twist drills to start with—he can 
soon make drills for his work. It is 
assumed that he already has a grind- 
stone run by a treadle. Heading tools 
he can make. In regard to iron, it 
will not pay him to use any but Nor- 
way iron and machine and forge steel.

needed for home consumption. 
business reports are rather en- 
couraging, but manufacturers are gener- 
ally operating only moderately, and some 
large plants are closed. The New Eng- 
land cotton mills are largely closed, and 
the works of the International Harvester 
Company and the Pullman Company shut 
down several weeks ago. The trouble 
with the manufacturers is one of wages, 
and they are determined to put wages on 
a lower basis. 

Prices for cattle have been widening 
out once more, and while some extra 
fancy beeves sold up to $6.40 last week, 
an advance of 15 cents, the poorest steers 
had to be closed out around $2.85 to $3.25. 
The termination of the long strike of the 
men employed by the packers led to the 
marketing of large numbers of held-back 
stock, for numerous stockmen had been 
awaiting a normal condition of business, 
and the receipts last week were greatly 
excessive of all except the best grades. 
The result was a lowering of prices 
amounting to 15 to 25 cents for steers, 
while cows and heifers declined from 25 
to 40 cents. With the ranges pouring 
in liberal cattle supplies, sellers of com- 
peting natives have had up-hill work in 
disposing of such offerings, and declining 
markets were inevitable. Steers sold 
largely at a range of $4.25 to $6.00, with 
no good lots selling below $5 , although 
exporters made some purchases as low 
as $4.75 to $5.00. Cattle that were choice 
sold at $5.90 and upward. Cows and 
heifers sold at $1.00 to $4.50, but ex- 
tremely few sold above $4.00. Bulls sold 
at $1.75 to $4.00, calves at $1.75 to $6.25, 
milkers and springers at $20 to $50 per 
head. The traffic in range cattle was 
fairly animated at the decline in prices, 
steers selling at $3.00 to $4.65 and cows

and heifers at $2.25 to $3.65. Stockers 
and feeders were moderately active at 
$2.00 to $4.00 for the poorest to the best, 


the commoner kinds selling lower, with 
a large supply in the yards. Eastern 
feeders wanted dehorned cattle of a good 


class, and such descriptions were not in 
large supply. It is thought that it will be

tle in the country. In fact, choice steers 
advanced from 15 to 20 cents last week, 
in spite of the enormous cattle receipts. 


Hogs have not been marketed of late 
in sufficient numbers to meet the wants 


of the trade, and considerable disappoint- 
ment has been manifested. Advances in 
prices have been frequent, with reactions 


when the packers thought the upward 
movement was too rapid. The hogs are 
evidently not as abundant throughout the 
corn belt as the packers thought they 
were earlier in the year, and good prices 
for some time ahead appear to be as- 
sured. Owners of hogs are generally tak- 
ing pains to mature them, and as a rule 
droves will not be marketed until they 
become fat and reasonably heavy on the 
next corn crop. The ruling prices for 
good hogs are satisfactory to stockmen, 
and there is every incentive for raising 
swine for the market. In this respect 


the case is widely different from the ex- 
perience of cattle feeders, although some 
cuttlemen still manage to make plenty of 
money. The vrovision trade is active, 
and both fresh pork and cured meats 
are in unusually large demand. Hogs 
sold at the close of the week at $5.30 to 
$6.20, showing an advance for the week 
of 5 to 10 cents. 

Sheep and lambs from the 
Idaho, Dakota, Montana, and other sec- 
tions, have continued to come to market 
in extremely large volume and a good 
demand has prevailed, all classes of buy- 
ers taking hold freely. Exporters want 
all the fat heavy sheep from the range 
they can get hold of, the best being taken 
for this purpose, and between the large 
demands of domestic killers and those 
of feeders sellers find little difficulty in 
securing purchasers. Breeders, too, are 
in the market in force, and a choice 
class of western range ewes adapted for 
their purpose, averaging around eighty- 
seven pounds, has sold extensively for 
$4.00 per 100 pounds. The sheep industry 
has been paying extremely well during 
recent years, and it is no wonder that 
farmers living in Ohio, Michigan, and 
other sheep states are extending their 
operations in this field. Native sheep 
are being marketed much less freely than 
range holdings, but native lambs are 
offered in pretty good numbers. West- 
ern range lambs have been in demand 
at $4.00 to $5.25, and native lambs at $4.00 
to $6.00, range feeder lambs being firm 
at $4.00 to $4.75, chiefly at $4.50 and up- 
ward. Western range sheep were in de-

mand at $2.00 to $4.25, with ewes for 
breeders salable at 3.25 to $4.00 and 
feeders at $3.50 to $3.60. Western year- 


lings sold at $3.90 to $4.25, the $3.90 flocks 


se ling for feeders. Natives sold at $2.25 
to $4.25 for ewes, $2.50 to $3.00 for rams, 
and $4.00 to $4.50 for wethers. 

Increased activity is shown in the gen- 
eral horse trade, all classes being in 
larger demand. Eastern buyers are tak- 
ing hold freely, as are exporters, and 


good to prime animals are selling remark- 
ably weil. The call embraces heavy 
drafters, expressers, and good driving 
horses, and several new buyers have ap- 
peared in the market with orders for 
southern chunks weighing from 900 to 
1.000 pounds at $40 to $110 and upward. 
The highest figures are paid for medium 
drivers, for which the southern demand 
is growing. For drafters buyers pay $120 
to $225 per head, according to quality, 
while feeders are still wanted at $150 to 
$190 for shipment to Ohio and Pennsyl- 
vania. Chunks are selling at $65 to $140, 
while expressers are having a good sale 
at $110 to $170. Farm mares and small 
ehunks are taken at $50 to $100, light 
drivers at $60 to $350, actors and coach- 
ers at $100 to $400, carriage pairs at $225 
to $650, western branded horses at $20 to 
$75, and mules at $60 to $200. Ww.

COMMERCIAL ORCHARDING IN 
WEST CENTRAL STATES. 


When, in consulting government re- 
ports, we note the large number of 
apple trees planted in these west cen- 
tral states in comparison with the 
small yield of fruit, we at first wonder 
why, but we readily see that this is 
due largely to a great per cent of the 
trees being under bearing age. The 
yield and quality is materially reduced 
by the depredations of the codling 
moth, apple scab, etc., which are al- 
lowed to develop unmolested and even 
aided to a great extent by rubbish and 
filth which is allowed to accumulate 
in the poorly attended orchards, which 
furnish breeding places and shelter 
for apple enemies. Then, further, the 
rough and tumble way in which the 
apples are picked and put on the mar- 
ket does cap the climax and complete 
the year’s job in our orchards. 

However, I firmly believe this type 
of orcharding has seen its best days; 
that it will never again perch on that 
lofty pinnacle of satisfaction that it 
has in the past. The time has come 
when the orchard must be looked after 
as carefully as other parts of the 
farm. The man who lifts the mort- 
gage from his farm by producing pork 
must surely keep the cholera from his 
herd; must daily watch it and see 
that no disease whatever creeps in. 
This hog is unwell and must. be re- 
moved and have special treatment. 
That one must have a little extra feed, 
and probably the whole bunch must 
undergo a course of medicine to bring 
them in the best of thrift. The owner 
knows that all this must be looked 
after with the greatest or care or fail- 
ure is certain. He must know his herd 
much better than the average orchard- 
ist knows his orchard. We all point 
to the hog as the great mortgage-lifter, 
and justly so, yet we all understand 
that in order to succeed he must have 
the above care and attention. 

The orchard has been too much of 
a secondary matter. We are too apt 
to expect first-class returns with sec- 
ond-class care. Were we to fondle and 
nurse our orchards like they do on 
the Pacific coast and in the irrigation 
districts of Colorado, Utah, etc., no 
doubt the returns would be very sat- 
isfactory. In those sections they are 
largely driven to special farming be- 
cause they can not cope with us in the 
production of the standard meats and 
grains. We are in too good a country 
here for rapid development in orchard- 
ing. All we have to do is to tickle 
the soil and we can grow anything 
we wish in the line of an annual crop, 
and harvest it, and get the returns in 
one year. The lazy man despairs of 
raising an orchard because it requires 
the expenditure of too much time and 
energy, yet he will grow grain, pota- 
toes, ete., as a matter of necessity. 
The nervous, impatient man tires of 
waiting ten or twelve years for good 
returns from his orchard while he is 
reaping a crop each year from the 
balance of his farm. Thus we can 
readily see that it is only the patient, 
tree-loving person, who studies his 
orchard and gives it needed attention 
the same as other parts of his farm, 
who will attain the highest degree of 
success. I believe the appearance of 
the orchard plague will prove a ben- 
efit to the good orchardist because he 
will get a better price for his first- 
class product, thus getting large re- 
turns for good, intelligent labor, and 
letting the sluggard reap as he sows. 

He who wishes to grow apples for 
market and yet does not care to be 
continually bothered with marketing 
them should plant the entire orchard 
to only a few varieties. Then when 
a variety is ready to pick he will have 
enough worth while, and the large 
buyer will seek him instead of him 
being compelled to seek the market. 
Winter varieties are preferable for 
such a grower, as they are not so 
perishable and can be sold more read- 
ily in large quantities. However, the 
Specialist should have apples ripe for

of varieties throughout the en- 
tire season. By encouraging the early 
market the summer and fall apples 
will be found to be very satisfactory. 
For the last three or four years ours 
have been even more satisfactory than 
the winter varieties. They are apt to 
be more free from worms, and, in 
fact, nearer free from any defect, and 
require less grading. 

The apple is easily deserving to be 
crowned king of all fruits, and the 
United States grows the best the 
world produces, which fact the old 
countries are rapidly finding out. Our 
export trade is proving this. The cen- 
tral states are furnishing thousands 
of barrels of apples for the European 
countries. Portions of Nebraska have 
already proven to be as good apple 
producing districts as any part of the 
central states. The apple orchard has 
come to stay. I firmly believe it will 
return more profit in the future than 
it does now or has in the past. At 
home the old orchards have been very 
satisfactory and there is no reason to 
believe the young orchards will not 
do as well. 

We have kept track of one of our 
young orchards, an eight-acre tract, 
planted in the spring of 1893. It was 
planted on the hit-and-miss plan, about 
thirty-four by thirty-six feet, with 
fillers both ways, containing a thou- 


sion 


sand trees. We cropped to corn and 
beans the first three years. The fourth 
year cultivated with no crop. The 
fifth year cultivated in corn. The 
sixth year it was cultivated the fore 
part of the season and mowed the 
latter part. The remaining years it 


was mowed three times. each summer, 
allowing the grass and weeds to lie 
on the ground. The value of the corn 
crops have balanced the labor to date, 
leaving the first cost of the trees and 
the rent of the land to be paid by the 
fruit. Expense: tight acres of land, 
at $3 per acre, $24 per year, or $264 
for the eleven years, plus $100, the 
value of the trees when planted, to be 
paid by fruit. There was no fruit 
accounted for until the year of 1899, 
when we picked and sold 100 bushels, 
$75. In 1900, 150 bushels, $110. In 
1901, 250 bushels at an average of 80 
cents, $200. In 1902, 800 bushels at 
65 cents, $540. In 19038, 1,200 bushels 
at 65 cents, $780. Total, $1,705, minus

bushels, and 85 bushels, 
respectively; total, 190 bushels. The 
one Windsor, 9 bushels, 13 bushels, 
and 10 bushels, respectively; total, 40 
bushels in four years. This makes a 
total of 828 bushels off the twenty- 
three trees in four years, or 207 bush- 
els per year, or 9 bushels per tree. 
This shows what can be done when 
everything is favorabie. The location 
is ideal for a fruiting orchard, being 
high land with good air drainage, and 
having good windbreaks on the south 
and moderate the balance of the way 
around. We simply mowed the grass 
and weeds two or three times per year 


bushels, 24 


and allowéd them to remain on the 
ground; cut away the watersprouts 


and broken limbs, and sprayed thor- 
oughly twice each spring. I believe 
those yields could be duplicated in 
other orchards in our neighborhood 
with the same care. It was such 
yields as these that induced us to 
plant commercial orchards.—G. A. 
Marshall, before Nebraska Horticul- 
tural Society. 
A BIG BARN. 

The accompanying illustration shows a 
modern barn at Racine, Minnesota, said 








the indebtedness, 9564, equals $1,341, 
and the orchard is just coming into 
good bearing. However, we have be- 
gun thinning already, and in three or 
four years expect to have the orchard 
reduced. to about 550 trees. They will 
then stand about seventeen by thirty- 
six feet apart, and our intention is to 
leave it that way. 

We have also kept account the past 
four years of a certain part of a 
twenty-one-year old orchard, planted 
for family use. This part contains 
thirteen Ben -Davis, five Utter, five 
Wealthy, and one Windsor. The 
thirteen Ben Davis in 1900 yielded 120 
bushels; in 1901, 60 bushels; in 1892, 
95 bushels; in 1903, 180 bushels; total, 
455 bushels. The five Wealthy, 15 
bushels, 55 bushels, 13 bushels, and 
60 bushels, respectively; total, 143 
bushels. The five Utter, 72 bushels, 9

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CONCRETE TANKS. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

Here are the directions for making 
concrete tanks as we build them here 
on our farm: Dig a hole for the foun- 
dation about eighteen inches deep and 
whatever size you want the tank out- 
side measurement. Put a layer of 
rock about the size of one’s fist in 
bottom of foundation, and pound down 
hard. Put in another layer of rock, 
and pound down, continuing thus until 
within four inches of surface of the 
ground, then use four inches of con- 
crete. The concrete is made of good 
cement and gravel mixed, one part of 
cement to five parts of good, clean 
gravel. If gravel is coarse, make a 
filler by adding sand to cement. 

Make a box, inside measurement 
same as outside measurement of tank. 
Use three-sided posts at each inside 
corner to prevent sharp corners on 
tank when finished; for sides and ends 
use one 2x4 around bottom and two 
2x12’s above, making tank 2 feet 4 
inches high. Then make another 
frame or box, flaring, being 12 or 16 
inches narrower and shorter at top 
than the first box and 28 inches nar- 
rower and shorter at the bottom than 





the first box. Place the two boxes 
squarely on the foundation, one inside 
the other, the top edges of the two 
frames or boxes being the same dis- 
tance apart all the way around. Then 
fill in between the two boxes with con- 
crete in layers, working it in gently 
with trowel (do not pound it in), 
carrying the layer around and around 
the tank to prevent building one side 
faster than another and pushing it 
out of line. When space is filled to 
top of frames smooth top off nicely 
with trowel. Make a shade of canvas 
or something to keep off the sun so 
concrete will not set too fast, making 
outside hard and inside soft. 

After it has stood about forty-eight 
hours draw nails and take frames 
away, then give tank a “brush coat” 
to cover any rough places. You then 
have a tank that will last a life time 
if properly made. The walls will be 
six or eight inches thick at top, as 
desired, and fourteen inches thick at 
the bottom of the wall. The object 
of this shape of wall is to resist the 
side pressure in freezing. The thick, 
flaring walls have a tendency to make 
the ice bulge upward instead of out. 
One of our tanks was over two-thirds 
full of water when the mercury 
dropped to 8 degrees below zero. The 
water froze to the bottom, but this 
did not affect the tank in the least. 
No stock should be allowed around 
the tank until it has been built a 
week. Never let a tank wagon, when 
thrashing, back up to a concrete or 
any other kind of tank. Make them 
drive alongside. If the tank is in a 
barn lot where wagons drive up and 
punch it with the tongue a two-inch 
plank should be attached to the tank 
to check the blow, as the concrete gets 
so hard it is liable to chip out in 
pieces if struck by some hard instru- 
ment. 

All supply, overflow, and drain 
pipes should be put in place and con- 
crete filled in around them as the tank 
is being built. It is well in putting up 
your first tank to have someone that 
understands concrete work to put it 
in, as it is very important to have the 
material in the right condition, and 
when the job is begun it should be 
finished before stopping. When con- 
crete sets it is impossible to make 
new concrete stick to it. The corners 
of the inside box should be rounded 
to avoid sharp angles in inside corners 
of the tank. The inside box should be 
made with dressed side boards turned 
out and outside box with the dressed 
side turned in. Stays or braces should 
be nailed on outside of outside box 
and inside of inside box to prevent 
boards from springing and making 
creases in sides of tank. The tank 
illustrated is in two pastures, with 
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a division fence passing through it : 
and lids divided into four sections.

ALL ROOT, OR MUHLENBERG, K| LLS PAIN 


SMARTWEED. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 
I note an inquiry in your issue of 


July ist concerning the Muhlenberg 
smartweed, which some farmers call, 

and quite rightly, “all root.” I have 

been put to my wits’ end to get rid 
of a small patch some six or eight 

rods square. I thought a report of 


my efforts to subdue this weed might 


be interesting to your readers. * 
After many efforts to eradicate it 
for the past ten years, first by putting 
it to corn, then wheat, then rye and ; 
grass several times over, and with no : 
apparent benefit, I took advantage of : : 


the following method: It was in pas- 
ture this summer and I simply salted 


the cattle on the patch during the 
entire summer. Don’t now find a half 4 


dozen weed tops alive. If they re- e

NAVEL TROUBLE IN COLTS. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

An Illinois subscriber writes about 
a colt that is “leaking at the navel,” 
and asks what can be done to remedy 
the trouble. 

In reply would say that the trouble 
referred to is quite common in colts, 
and one that should receive early at- 
tention. As has been frequently men- 
tioned in these columns the navel re- 
gion of the new born animal should 
receive more attention than is usually 
given it. It has been established that 
entrance into the circulation through 
the navel by disease germs is the 
cause of the so-called calf cholera and 
in colts infection through the same 
channel often causes “blood poison- 
ing’ and death. In some countries 
“navel ill’ in lambs causes extensive 
loss in some flocks. 

All animals, no matter whether 
mare, cow, sheep, or sow, should give 
birth to young in a clean place where 
the danger of the broken umbilical 
cord coming in contact with filth of 
various kinds will be reduced to the 
minimum. The stall of the mare 
should be clean and well bedded, that 
of the cow in a similar condition, and 
if trouble has occurred on the place 
careful disinfection should be prac- 
ticed by spraying with chloride of lime 
solution or with some one of the coal 
tar preparations. The sow should also 
be given a clean place in which to 
farrow. 

As a further precaution it is a good 
plan in case of the foal and calf to 
apply to the umbilicus some good dis- 
infectant like carbolic acid or one of 
the coal tar products in a 5 per cent 
solution, after which the part may be 
dusted with iodoform or boric acid. In 
case umbilical infection has occurred 
on the place it is very necessary to use 
the disinfectant. In case the mother 
has clean, dry quarters and no cases 
of infection have occurred the applica- 
tion may be omitted. 

In such cases as referred to by your 
subscriber it is important to give treat- 
ment early. In case the natural chan- 
nel is open, as it usually is, the end 
of the cord should be disinfected as 
mentioned and then ligated: In case 
the cord is torn off so close. to the 
body that this can not be readily done 
the ligature can usually be passed be- 
neath. and around the cord by means 
of a needle. If ligation is impossible 
the opening may be closed in most 
cases by means of astringents. Sul-

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bilicus usually brings about the de- 
sired result. A blister around the 
opening also acts beneficially in many 
cases. The application of a hot iron 
to the opening is also recommended. 
Usually the application of a 5 per cent 
solution of carbolic acid together with 
the use of some astringent like sul- 
phate of copper is all that is neces- 
sary when the urine only escapes in 
small quantities. When escaping in 
a good stream a veterinarian should 
be called.

EARLY AND LATE FALL PLOWING. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

In your issue of September 2d you 
print an article on the subject of fall 
plowing from the pen of W. H. Stev- 
enson, of the Iowa Agricultural Col- 
lege, which especially attracted’ my 
attention. The writer takes the view 
that August plowing is much prefer- 
able to late turning of the soil. I 
would not presume to say that the pro- 
fessor is mistaken, but, nevertheless, 
my experience and observation have 
forced me to reach conclusions far dif- 
ferent from those set forth in the 
article above cited. Noting that those 
farmers who are troubled with “worn 
out” lands and invariably have light 
crops and foul weeds are the farmers 
who almost without exception plow 
early, I took the other course and 
plowed in November. And there are 
other reasons for this. There is 
“method in my madness.” As Mr. 
Stevenson says, when the land is 
plowed the soil is aerated and warmed, 
inducing great activity among the soil 
bacteria, which convert the insoluble 
plant food into soluble compounds, 
making it available for the use of 
plants. What is the advantage in stir- 
ring up your bacteria to prepare a lot 
of plant food when there are no plants 
to utilize it? More or less of these 
soluble compounds will volatilize and 
escape by evaporation under the 
scorehing sun of the late summer 
months. 

My bacteria have been managed 
in a different manner and with evi- 
dent success. I try to keep them less 





active now and get them exceedingly 
busy in the crop growing season. 
Conserving the moisture in the soil 
after the crop is removed is very im- 
portant, and to accomplish this I thor- 
oughly disk and harrow the ground 
as soon as possible after the field is 
clear. This not only makes the dust 
mulch but also germinates quickly all 
shattered grain and weed seeds. This 
growth is held in check by mowing 
and grazing; meadow lands are treat- 
ed in the same way. The plowing is 
then done in November, when the 
ground is found to be in splendid con- 
dition, and the work can be done with 
the least wear on teams. Summer 
fallowing is necessary “’way down 
east” and in parts of the south, but 
the soil we have in central Iowa does 
not require that process.

To Hearts and Homes: 

To prevent starch from sticking to 
iron, add one tablespoonful salt to 
starch while cooking. Apply vinegar 
to a rusty stove or pipe and it will 
polish easily. 

To destroy red ants wash shelves 
and while damp rub salt on them 
thickly. Another way is to break 
camphor gum into fine crumbs and 
scatter on every shelf. Mice never 
get into drawers or trunks where 
camphor gum is placed. 

To remove ink stain apply melted 
tallow, let remain a few hours, then 
rinse in cold water; wash as usual. 
Cold water, a tablaspoonful of am- 
monia and soap will take out machine 
grease when other things will not 
answer on account of colors running. 

Heat corn in oven after drying and 
it will keep any length of time with- 
out getting wormy. 

An easy way to teach young chicks 
to go to roost is to keep them in the 
hen house for a day and night, feeding 
and watering them there, and you will 
have very little trouble after that, 
provided you take away their old roost- 
ing places. 

Use one of the modern churns and 
a one-pound butter press and do away 
with the old churn and dash. It will 
pay for itself over and over by the 
amount of time and labor spent in 
churning and working butter. 

The average farmer’s wife does not 
do her work systematically. Plan a 
day ahead and your work will turn 
off so much easier and you can have 
so much time to sew, read, or what- 
ever you like. Try and plan to wash 
on Monday, iron Tuesday, bake Wed- 
nesday, mend Thursday, sweep Fri- 
day, and scrub and bake Saturday. Of 
course the extras must come in, but 
by managing right your work can 
nearly all be done in the morning.

MELL MINTURN ON PICKLING 
AND PRESERVING FRUIT. 


To Hearts and Homes: 

When preparing a lunch for the hus- 
band to take on his little trip he re- 
minded me that spiced fruits and 
pickles were good with a cold lunch, 
but, mindful of his favorites, I had the 
jars by me to pack some in with the 
other things he liked. When the jars 
were opened the spiced nice clear 
quarters of apples looked so tempting 
they made me think of “A City 
Reader” in our Hearts and Homes and 
that I might help her by some sug- 
gestions. Someone gave the help, on 
preserving in a very good way, but 
I see no one yet has answered the 
pickle part so I send some hints which 
I hope will help. The nephews and 
nieces say “Aunt Mell” is a success at 
spicing and pickling, so that gives me 
confidence to think I may be of help 
to others. ° 

First, there are a few general prin- 
ciples to observe. The fruit ought not 
to be ripe or mellow and should be 
used soon after picking. The syrup 
should be a rich, thick syrup, and be 
poured on the fruit while boiling hot 
and allowed to stand from ten to 
twenty-four hours before disturbing. 
There must always be enough syrup 
to cover the fruit completely, and then 
it must be kept under the syrup with 
a plate or other cover heavy enough 
to hold down the fruit. Stone jars or 
graniteware are best to hold the fruit 
till it is ready to seal in glass jars. 
I boil the syrup from four to six times 
and pour over the fruit, and then heat 
the syrup and put in the fruit and let 
it boil until done and cooked well or 
thoroughly heated and then dip into 
the glass jars and seal. 

Remember cloves and_ allspice 
darken fruit more than other spices 
do, so use them more sparingly. I 
make the syrup with one pint of vin- 
egar and two or three pints of sugar, 
according to sourness of vinegar and 
fruit. White wine vinegar, I think, is 
best. Spice to taste. 

For peaches only cinnamon and 
cloves are used. Only half as much 
cloves as cinnamon in any kind of 
fruit is used. For pears and apples I 
like the cinnamon, cloves, a_ little 
orange and lemon peel, and mace; or, 
broken bits of nutmeg give same flavor 
as mace. We save all scraps of nut- 
meg during the year and put them in 
a little box so they are ready for pick- 
lng time. If that supply runs out, 
break up a whole nutmeg and use 
what is needed. For cherries use 
cinnamon, cloves, and mace. For 
grapes use cinnamon, cloves, mace, 
and a little allspice. Sometimes in 
crabs I use only cinnamon, cloves, 
and mace, then for another lot I add 
orange and lemon peel so they will 
not taste just alike. 

Always tie the spices in thin muslin 
and boil in the syrup several times. 
No regular quantity of spices can be 
given for tastes vary so greatly. What 
one family thinks just right others 
think is entirely too much. It is well 
to remember that the spices taste 
stronger after standing a few weeks 
than at first. If there is not enough 
more can be added, but you can not 
take the taste out. Some have used 
the oil of cloves, cinnamon, lemon, 
etc., in place of the barks and cloves. 
Then great care is needed not to get 
in too much. It is claimed they do 
not darken the fruit, but sometimes 
the oils are not pure or get rancid 
and spoil it all. 

There are several kinds of crabs. 
The old-fashioned, small Siberian 
crabs did not cook up much unless left 
to get mellow. I have had nice re- 
sults with the Hyslop and Trans- 
cendent crabs, but the Whitneys and 
Alaskan were harder to manage. How- 
ever, by using before they began to 
mellow and only cooking a few at a 
time so they were not crowded when 
being dipped into the jars, I kept them 
tolerably perfect. Either crabs or ap- 
ples darken if left standing after 
paring and coring, so to prevent that 
drop them into cold water till all are 
ready to pour the syrup over, then 
drain well. 

I select sweet apples if I can get 
them to spice. If none of that kind 
can be had, select a tough-meated 
apple that is not apt to cook to pieces 
ih stewing, and by using before they 
are mellow they do fairly well, but 
sometimes the vinegar seems to make 
some apples cook up so it is best to 
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toughen them by pouring the boiling 
syrup over four or five times before 
trying to heat the apples. Pears are 
nice spiced with only cloves, cin- 
namon, and mace, though some like 
the dash of orange and lemon in them. 

To spice the water melon rind and 
garden citron melons I cut them in 
strips and place a layer of grape 
leaves in bottom of the kettle, then 
a layer of citron or melon rinds, add 
a few small pieces of alum, fill up the 
kettle with alternate layers of leaves 
and fruit, using about a tablespoonful 
of alum to a gallon kettleful. Then 
cover with water and set where it will 
simmer slowly, not boil hard, till the 
rinds are clear and can be_ easily 
pierced with a straw, then drain per- 
fectly free from all water and pour 
the boiling syrup over them. Repeat 
the boiling process six times, then 
seal up, and they are called fine. I 
prepare the citron and melon rinds 
the same way for preserves. The 
syrup from any spiced fruit is fine to 
put in mince pies. 

To spice tomatoes I slice green 
tomatoes moderately thick, scald in 
water with a little alum and a very 
little salt in it, then drain, and scald 


‘in half vinegar and water, but do not 


allow them to boil tender. Drain and 
cover with the spiced vinegar, but not 
so sweet as for fruit, and add pepper 
and mustard to all the other kinds of 
spices. Sometimes I mix onions with 
the tomatoes, but I scald the onions 
and tomatoes separately first, then 
mix. MELL MINTURN.

To rid a room of mosquitoes burn 
a piece of camphor gum, about the 
size of a walnut, on a plate. 

If you will wipe your cutlery dry 
and wrap in coarse brown paper it 
will not rust. 

A little borax in the dishwater will 
make glass, china, silver, and all tin 
kitchen utensils clean and bright. 

If you want your lemons_ grated 
evenly begin at the end and work 
around them. 

To clean brass kettles scour with 
vinegar and salt. 

Nutmegs should be grated at the 
blossom end to obtain best results. 

Brown sugar is best for rich pud- 
dings and all cooked sweet sauces. 
If a pinch of borax is added to water 
boiled in the coffee pot twice a week 
it will sweeten and purify it. Coffee 
and tea keep best in glass jars. 

If you will add a grain of salt to 
cream it will whip more readily, and 
the taste is in no way affected. 

Keep your cheese moist by dipping 
a linen cloth in vinegar and wrapping 
the cheese in it. 

To clean your frying pan wipe out 
with a piece of brown paper—it will 
absorb all the grease—then wash in 
borax water. 

Apples will keep on high shelves 
in the cellar or packed in dry saw- 
dust. 

If sticky fly paper is overturned on 


, the floor or furniture the spot may be 
removed by applying benzine.

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Our Weekly Sabbath School Lesson. 


BY THE EDITOR. 
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HOW THE DEBT OF THE 
PREACHER’S WIDOW 
WAS PAID. 


(Notes on the Sabbath School Les- 
son for October 9, 1904.—II Kings, 
4:1-7.) 
“Now there cried a certain woman 

the wives of the sons of the 
prophets unto Elisha, saying, Thy 
servant my husband is dead; and 
thou knowest that thy servant did 
fear the Lord; and the creditor is 
come to take unto him my two sons 
to be bondmen. (2) And Elisha said 
unto her, What shall I do for thee? 
Tell me, what hast thou in the house? 
And she said, Thine handmaid hath 
not anything in the house, save a pot 
of oil. (3) Then he said, Go, borrow 
thee vessels abroad of all thy neigh- 
bors, even empty vessels; borrow not 
a few. (4) And when thou art come 
in, thou shalt shut the door upon thee 
and upon thy sons, and shalt pour out 
into all those vessels, and thou shalt 
set aside that which is full. (5) So 
she went from him, and shut the door 
upon her and upon her sons, who 
brought the vessels to her; and she 
poured out. (6) And it came to pass, 
when the vessels were full, that she 


of 


said unto her son, Bring me yet a 
vessel. And he said unto her, There 
is not a vessel more. And the oil 


stayed. (7) Then she came and told 
the man of God. And he said, Go, 
sell the oil, and pay thy debt, and live 
thou and thy children (sons) of the 
rest.” 

There is no mention of the time or 
place that this event recorded in the 


lesson occurred, in which it is not 
unlike many of the other recorded 
miracles of Elisha. These miracles 


are simply incidents in the ministry of 
the prophet which lasted about fifty- 
five years after the death of Elijah 
and were evidently not selected in the 
order in which they occurred. For 
example, Gehazi’s familiar conversa- 
tion with the king whose name is not 
given is recorded long after he has 
been stricken with leprosy, whereas 
it must have occurred long before. 
(Compare II Kimgs, 8:1-2, with II 
Kings, 5:27.) 

We get closer to the meaning of 
the lesson if for ‘sons of the prophets” 
we read “preachers.” These preach- 
ers were not necessarily priests; gen- 
erally, in point of fact, they were not, 
but were a class quite different and 
for whom there séems to have been 
no provision made in the five books of 
Moses; an order organized first by 
Samuel and afterwards by Elijah, 
whose mission it was to rebuke kings 
and counselors, to educate the people, 
and to correct the abuses which had 
crept into religious worship. They 
were, in point of fact, reformers whose 
mission was to bring back an erring 
people to the true mode of worship 
and the first principles of the free 
and popular government which was 
given by Moses. Generally they were 
poorly paid as a matter of course. 
Preachers never .get rich by preach- 
ing, or at least very seldom, even in 
these days when wealthy Christians 
abound, and if they very very rich in 
other ways they are seldom of much 
use as preachers. 

The lesson deals with the misfor- 
tunes of the widow of one of these 
preachers and the large resulis of her 
faith, The preacher’s name is not 
given in the text but the historian 
Josephus says it was the widow of 
Obediah, the chief steward of Ahab. 
If so, the poor woman had a bad 
come-down from a place in court with. 
the trust and confidence of the king 
to the situation of a debtor with not 
a thing left in the house but a single 
pot of oil, probably not a very big one 
at that, and the sheriff at the door, 
So to speak, ready to sell that to 
Satisfy the demands of an avaricious 
creditor who had no respect for either 
preachers or their widows, and in case 
that was not enough to settled the 
account to sell her two sons. It was, 
indeed, a hard case, and all the harder 
because she had probably no one to 
depend upon for her support except 
these two sons and no one on earth 
to whom she could go for help except 
another preacher whose checks were 
not likely to be held in high estima- 
Uon by the bank. 

The thing that she mostly fears is 
that her two sons on whom she de- 
bended for support would be sold for 
bondsmen. This was contrary to the 











spirit of the Jewish law but not neces- 


sarily contrary to the letter. They 
could be legally sold for debt, and if 
she had not the boys she herself could 
have been sold, but only for the years 
intervening between the date of the 


sale and the year of jubilee. (See 
Exodus, 21:2; Leviticus, 25:40.) It 


would be very easy, however for the 
buyer to treat them as bondsmen and 
reduce them to practical slavery. No 
nation, either in ancient or modern 
times, had legislation more favorable 
on the whole to the poor man, but in 
these later corrupt days the theft of 
land, upon which the poor depended 
for a living, seems to have been com- 
mon and the poor had a hard time 
of it, indeed. The writings of the 
prophets and the proverbs of Solomon 
alike béar testimony to this prevailing 
corruption. 

Elisha seems to have recognized the 
debt as a just one which must be paid, 
but first he asks the woman to make 
an inventory of her resources. “What 
hast thou in the house?” «The invent- 
ory was a short one and consisted of 
a single pot of oil. The widow is evi- 
dently well thought of by the neigh- 
bors, for when he tells her to borrow 
all the vessels that she can, and “bor- 
row not a few,” she seems to have had 
excellent success. Elisha does not 
mean to pauperize this widow by giv- 
ing her something for nothing,sbut to 
help her to test and develop the faith 
both of her and her sons. He tells 
them to shut themselves alone in the 
house and fill the vessels. He would 
have no curious neighbors about won- 
dering what the preacher’s widow was 
going to do with all these oil pots, 
but would have them see for them- 
selves that it was easily in the power 
of Israel’s God to help the widow 
and the fatherless provided they had 
faith in Him. And the streams of 
oil ceased nct to flow until the supply 
of borrowed oil pots were exhausted. 

When the glad tidings were told the 
prophet he told her to go and sell the 
oil and pay the debt. He would Htave 
even the poor preacher’s widow inde- 
pendent. 

This miracle closely resembles one 
of Elijah’s, that of multiplying the 
heathen widow’s cruse of oil and bar- 
rel of meal, and three at least of those 
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of Jesus of Nazareth; the two miracles 
of the loaves and the fishes, and that 
of providing wine at the wedding 
feast. Let the skeptic cavil at these 
miracles if he will. They are all 
miracles of beneficence and are told 
in the artless, simple manner which 
brings with it conviction of the reality 
of the events recorded. They are be- 
sides all mere abbreviations of the 
every-day miracles which the Lord of 
the harvest works every year before 
the eyes of every farmer. It takes 
a year at least by the process of nature 
to convert water into wine. Jesus did 
it probably in an hour. The farmer 
planted a grain of corn with others 
in his field last May and he will now, 
if he examines carefully_in these Octo- 
ber days sometimes find a thousand 
grains growing on one stalk. He 
sowed a bushel and a peck of wheat 
and the Lord of nature has in about 
eight months in the case of winter 
wheat, four months or less in the 
case of spring wheat,-multiplied it by 
twenty. What fault have we to find 
with Him if for the strengthening of 
the faith of some of His poor ones, 
or for some other great moral pur- 
pose, He shortens His methods and 
gives us the result at once? We shut 
our eyes to the wonders being enacted 
all around us because they are so 
common. The farmer must work if he 
is to reap the harvest; must co-operate 
so to speak with the great miracle 
Worker. The widow must borrow 
vessels and fill them if she will pay 
the debt. The Lord never yet worked 
a miracle that would furnish any ex- 
cuse for laziness or want of confidence 
in Him, and it may safely be said that 
He never will.

RINGWORM IN CATTLE. 


A Minnesota dairyman writes: 

“Can you please tell me if there is 
such a disease as cattle ringworm? 
If there is, can it be transmitted to 
other cattle by milking and by so do- 
ing go through the whole herd of milk 
cows? Can it be taken by parties do- 
ing the milking? 

“I have never heard of cattie ring- 
worm, but my tenant tells me he 
thinks two of my cows have it, and his 
son, who does the milking, had a sore 
on his neck which the doctor called 
eattle ringworm, claiming he had 
taken it by milking cattle having it. 
If there is such a disease, please give 
me a remedy for same.” 

This is undoubtedly a case of true 
ringworm in cattle. In his book on 
cattle diseases Dr. Murray has the 
following to say on the cause and 
treatment of ringworm in cattle: 

“This disease affects the neck and 
head most frequently, but may affect 
all parts of the body with the excep- 
tion of the legs. At the beginning 
little, sharply defined, round spots ap- 
pear on the skin; they project some- 
what above its level and gradually 
grow larger, and become covered with 
scales and crusts. The hair covering 
these spots breaks off and falls out, 
and pus (matter) forms in the skin. 
The crusts may drop off and the part 
beneath heal, especially in old cattle, 
but the spots continue to appear in 
new places as fast as the old ones heal 
or fade away. The animal may re- 
main in this condition for months if 
no treatment is applied to check the 
spread of the disease. The cause of 
this disease is a vegetable parasite or 
fungus which invades the hair root, 
and also the hair itself, causing it to 
become brittle and break off, or else 
to fall out; it also irritates and alters 


the structure of the skin, producing 
an exudation which forms the crusts 
which have been mentioned. This 


may not only be transmitted from one 
animal to another of the same species, 
but may also be transferred to human 
beings, when it may produce the char- 
acteristic eruption of ringworm on the 
arms and legs. 

“The spots forming the eruption 
should be well washed with soap and

water, so as to remove all scales and 
crusts from the skin, and then the 
following lotion should be applied 
daily for a week: Three ounces hypo- 
sulphite of soda, one ounce diluted 
sulphurous acid, and fifteen ounces 
water, and, in the event of its failing 
to produce the desired effect, tincture 
ot iodine may be painted on_ the 
affected portions of the skin. The 
object of the treatment is to destroy 
the parasite in the skin, and if at any 
time the crusts appear to be forming 
the skin must again be washed with 
soap and water, and the application 
of the medicine renewed. The litter 
which has been used by diseased ant 
mals should not be used for healthy 
ones, and the sides of the stalls. or 
other parts of the stables or sheds 
with which the bodies of diseased ani- 
mals have come in contact, should be 
disinfected.” 





GLAZED BUTTER. 

The United States Consul-General, 
Frankfort, Germany, reports to the 
state department as follows: 

“Under the caption ‘Glazed Butter’ 
German papers state that it has long 
been known in Germany that butter 
can be glazed by the use of sugar; 
that is, it can be coated with a glass- 
like sugar covering. This method, the 
papers state, seems to become of some 
importance, as it recently has been 
used on a large scale in England for 
butter sold in forms. 

“The Druggist’s Journal calls at- 
tention to the usefulness of this inno- 
vation and says that butter so treated 
keeps fresh for a longer time than if 
not treated. It is first carefully 
kneaded and washed, then put into 
forms weighing one pound each, and 
placed in a cool room. The glazing 
is done by painting the surface with 
a hot sugar solution. The brush used 
should be very soft and the painting 








should be done quickly. The sugar 
and melted butter form a @ort of 
varnish which protects the butter 
against deterioration from outside in- 
fluences.”

TO FATTEN HOGS OR TO SELL 

THEM? 

A correspondent of 
Kansas, writes: 

“The corn crop 


Fort Scott, 
in this section is 
light. Would it be more profitable 
with hogs that have been on grass 
all summer to fatten them on wheat 
shorts and oil meal than to sell them 
as stockers? If so, what proportion of 
each should be used?” 

This is a very fair sample of a ques- 
tion which admits of no definite an- 
swer. If we had been informed as to 
the age and weight of the hogs, the 
price that could be obtained for them 
as stockers, the price of corn, shorts, 
and oil meal in that market, we might 
be able to give advice. Not knowing 
the price that could be obtained for 
the hogs nor the price of the feeds, 
we can only discuss the matter in the 
most general way. 

When hogs have had grass and noth- 
ing else but grass and have attained 
to a weight of from 125 to 150 pounds, 
what is needed is to fill out the frame. 
For this corn at any reasonable price 
is cheaper than either wheat shorts or 
oil meal. Wheat shorts and oil meal, 
as we have so often pointed out, are 
the preferred foods for young and 
growing hogs and for brood sows that 
are furnishing milk for young and 
growing pigs. Why? The brood sow 
and the shoat are developing bone and 
muscle and want bone and muscle- 
making feeds. At any reasonable price 
wheat shorts and oil meal are cheaper 
as a preferred food for young and 
growing stock than corn. The very 
reverse is true when hogs like these 
are in shape to be put up and fattened. 
All we can do is to give our corre- 
spondent some statements from which 
he can decide for himself. 

It will take about three pounds of 
corn, or its equivalent in other food, 
per day per hundredweight of live 
hog to run the machine; that is, to 
maintain the weight. In other words, 
this is the food of support. It will 
take about three pounds of corn per 
hundredweight of hog to make one 
pound of gain. From this he can fig- 
ure the amount of corn that will be 
required to put on the fifty or one 
hundred pounds necessary to fit these 
hogs for the market. If he starts out 
with the price that he can get for 
the hogs as stockers, he will then 
know what they will cost him approx- 
imately, at least, when they are 
mature. No man can tell the price 
these hogs will bring when finished, 
that being determined by supply and 
demand, which can not be accurately 
foretold. 

If we were feeding out a lot of 
hogs of this type we would not, how- 
ever, make corn the sole food. We 
would give some shorts or oil meal, 
or both, for variety, on the same prin- 
ciple that we would give corn for 
variety to young hogs. Solomon once 
said “two are better than one,” and 
two feeds that complement each other, 
one making up what the other lacks, 
are always better than any one feed. 


HAVE YOU BOUGHT THE BOAR? 

Many of readers will 
and the first of January buy of 
somebody a male hog to head their 
herds. A deal of the profits of 
the next year depends on the pur- 
chase and on the manner in which he 
is taken care of for the next three or 
four months. We have no suggestion 
as to the breed you should select. You 
can not go far wrong in any of the 
breeds, but the manner of taking care 
of him may be quite as important as 
the breed. Any of the improved breeds 
are good enough if the proper indi- 
vidual is selected and properly treated. 
None of them will do the farmer much 
good if he expects the pedigree to do 
everything.

for anybody buying a grade _ boar. 
Comparatively few farmers do. Hogs 
have been brought up to a much higher 
standard than any other kind of live 
stock for the reason that the farmer 
can generally buy a male, use him 
one or two years, and sell him in the 
market for somewhere near his orig- 
inal cost, or if he is a superior ani- 
mal, sell him to a neighbor without 
much loss. This can not be done with 
any other class of live stock, hence
